Ilis  collection  also  contains  a  Babylonian 
clay  tablet  from  21.10  B  O.  that  wasn't  neces¬ 
sarily  a  im  it  of  currency,  but  was  used  to  de- 
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scribe  a  transaction.  Nelson  also 
has  the  largest  denomination 
coin  in  the  world,  which  repre¬ 
sents  one  billion  German 
marks. 

It  was  two  inches  in  diameter 
and  made  of  high  grade  pewter. 

Nelson  said  it  was  perhaps  tin 
visual  that  he  and  his  wife,  Ron 
nie.  were  persistent  for  so  many 


years  in  their  pursuit  of  rare 
coins.

Coinage  Of  The  Papel  States 

By  LJ  Lis 

Although  the  Pope  now  only  rules  a  small  enclave  in 
Rome,  known  as  the  Vatican  City-,  the  Papalcy  once  controlled  the 
central  portion  of  Italy  including  the  city'  of  Rome.  Although  the 
Pope  had  lived  in  Rome  from  the  days  of  the  Roman  Empire,  he  did 
not  exercise  secular  control  over  any  territory  until  the  time  of  the 
Eastern  Roman  or  Byzantine  Empire. 

Originally,  the  Pope  dealt  with  the  ecclesiastic  matters  in 
the  Roman  Empire,  with  the  Emperor  in  control  of  the  secular 
matters,  but  with  input  on  non-secular  matters.  Over  time  the 
Western  Roman  Empire  came  under  the  control  of  "Barbarian" 
rulers  with  the  Pope  still  only  involved  in  non-secular  matters. 
When  the  Byzantine  Empire  reconquered  Rome,  the  Pope  once 
again  became  a  quasi-governmental  official  responsible  for 
ecclesiastic  matters,  but  also  involved  with  the  secular  government. 

During  the  8th  Century,  coinage  was  issued  with  the  name  of 
the  Pope  Gregory  III  (731-741),  thus  indicating  that  the  Pope

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exerted  some  control  over  the  Roman  Mint.  By  the  time  of  Hadrian  I 
(772-795)  independent  coinage  of  the  Popes  had  evolved.  This 
independent  Roman  coinage  no  longer  acknowledged  the  Byzantine 
Emperor  as  a  force  in  Roman  affairs.  Specifically,  a  Byzantine  type 
silver  denaro  was  issued  that  only  named  Hadrian  as  sov:  reign. 
Upon  the  crowning  of  Charlemagne  as  Holy  Roman  Emperor  in  800 
AD.  the  Papalcy  would  find  a  new  protector  and  establish  a  new 
coinage  that  would  acknowledge  this  relationship. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  9th  until  the  end  of  the  10th 
Century,  the  Frankish  style  coins  of  the  Papalcy  would  would  have 
the  name  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor,  or  equivalent,  on  one  side, 
and  the  name  of  the  Pope  or  St  Pete,  or  a  portrait  of  St.  Peter  on  the 
other.  Surprisingly,  Papal  States  coins  did  not  seek  to  actively  enter 
into  the  Iconoclast  controversy  that  would  embroil  the  Byzantine 
Empire,  with  most  Popes  opting  not  to  have  a  representation  of 
Christ,  a  saint,  etc.  on  their  coinage. 

During  the  11th  and  12th  Centuries,  the  local  economy  of 
Rome  did  not  require  more  coinage  than  that  brought  by  pilgrims,  or 
issued  (beginning  in  the  12th  Century)  by  the  Roman  Senate.  The 
Roman  Senate  would  control  Rome  from  the  12th  until  14th 
Centuries  resulting  in  the  exile  of  the  Popes  (and  Papal  control  of 
Rome)  to  other  regions  of  Italy.  During  this  time  the  Roman 
economy  would  improve,  as  would  the  coinage.  From  imitating 
feudal  French  denar  in  the  11th  Century,  the  coinage  would  become 
larger  and  of  better  silver  until  a  gold  com  in  imitation  of  the 
Venetian  ducat  was  issued  in  in  the  late  14th  Century. 

In  the  mid- 13th  Century,  Papal  coinage  would  be  produced 
sporadically,  until  restored  during  the  reign  of  Pope  Boniface  VIII 
(1294-1303).  Shortly  thereafter,  the  Papalcy  was  forced  to  flee  first 
to  Perugia  and  then  finally  to  Avignon  due  to  pressure  from  the 
secular  leaders  of  Rome.  In  Avignon,  Papal  coinage  would  develop 
using  French  styles  for  Papal  themes.  Although  the  gold  coins 
would  imitate  Florentine  Florins,  the  silver  (and  billion)  coins 
would  be  modifications  of  the  Gros  Tournois  with  a  facing  bust  of 
the  Pope  replacing  the  depiction  of  the  castle  Tournois.  Other 
themes  common  to  the  Avignon  produced  Papal  coins  included  the 
Pope  enthroned,  a  tiara  or  litre,  crossed  keys,  and  a  short  cross. 
These  them  would  persists  as  long  as  the  Papalcy  control  Avignon. 

i.e.,  until  the  French  Revolution. 

Upon  the  Papalcy  being  restored  to  power  in  Rome  in  1367, 
during  the  reign  of  Urban  I,  Roman  Papal  coinage  resumed.  Initially, 
the  designs  used  were  those  of  the  Avignon  coinage.  Eventually, 
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the  silver  grossi  would  still  be  modeled  after  the  Avignon  gros.  but  a 
a  smaller  silver  bolognino  would  be  modeled  after  a  similar  sized 
coin  of  Bologna.  These  designs  would  remain  present  on  Papal 
coinage  until  the  reign  of  Pope  Martin  V  (1417-1431). 

During  the  early  15th  Century  Roman  Papal  coinage  began 
to  contain  depiction’s  of  heraldry,  especially  family  crests.  In 
addition,  in  keeping  with  the  general  art  movement,  more  ornate 
and  intricate  designs,  scenes,  and  portraits  were  used.  Finally,  as  a 
ruler  during  the  Italian  Renaissance,  the  Pope  became  a  patron  of 
many  artists  and  artisans,  including  those  skilled  in  the  production 
of  medals  and  thus  coins. 

Unfortunately,  the  Papal  States  would  begin  a  decline 
during  the  Napoleanic  Wars,  during  which  time  Rome  was  declared 
a  Republic  and  the  Pope  became  a  "guest"  of  the  French  Republic. 
Upon  the  restoration  of  the  Papalcy  as  the  rulers  of  Rome,  unrest 
across  Italy  threatened  not  only  The  Papal  States,  but  also  all  the 
petty  Italian  Kingdoms.  In  1870  the  Papal  States  were  conquered  by 
the  newly  united  Italy.  During  this  period.  Papal  coinage  changed 
due  to  technological  changes. 

Papal  coins  arc  relatively  available  for  the  collector.  Of 
course,  small  mintage’s  can  make  some  coins  or  coin  types 
expensive  to  obtain.  However,  these  coins  (especially  of  the 
Renaissance  period)  arc  extremely  artistic  and  worth  having  in  most 
general  collections. 
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US  Sales  Tax  Tokens

Since  ancient  times  nation/states  have  been  attempting  to 
find  means  to  pay  for  their  wars,  civic  projects,  etc.  The  Romans 
are  credited  with  being  one  of  the  first  to  devise  a  plan  to  tax 
transactions  based  on  the  value  of  the  goods  offered.  After  a 
number  of  attempts,  during  the  19th  and  20th  centuries,  to  impose  a 
national  sales  tax  to  generate  revenue  for  the  United  States  Federal 
government,  the  State  of  West  Virginia  imposed  a  sales  tax  to 
replace  the  state's  tax  on  corporate  income  in  1921.  Georgia  also 
enacted  a  state  sales  tax  in  1929. 

During  the  1930's,  the  worldwide  economic  depression 
resulted  in  many  people  being  out  of  work,  and  many  businesses 
failing.  In  order  for  states  to  obtain  the  revenue  needed  to  provide 
services  to  their  citizens,  sales  taxes  were  enacted.  In  1933,  1  1 

states  including  New  York,  California.  Illinois  and  Michigan 
enacted  state  sales  taxes  to  avert  financial  crises  in  the  states.  A 
particular  problem  arose  when  collecting  sales  taxes  on  small 
purchases.  Specifically,  the  scarcity  of  money  ruled  out  the 
indexing  of  the  tax  to  the  next  highest  cent  for  the  consumer  to  pay, 
as  well  as  the  shifting  of  the  burden  for  payment  of  a  large  number 
of  small  tax  charges  to  the  merchant.  A  compromise  was  reached 
whereby  the  sales  tax,  to  be  paid  by  the  consumer,  was  indexed  to  the 
nearest  fraction  of  a  cent. 

Another  problem  therefore  arose  since,  at  that  time,  the 
smallest  coin  denomination  minted  by  the  federal  government  was 
the  cent.  Initially,  local  tokens  and  scrip  were  issued  to  provide 
relief  from  tax  indexing.  Later,  pre-paid  sales  tax  coupon  booklets 
(with  each  coupon  worth  a  fraction  of  a  cent)  were  experimented 
with  by  Ohio,  etc.  Finally,  Ohio  used  a  pre-paid  punchcard 
systems  to  collect  taxes  on  small  purchases,  and  a  coupon  system  for 
larger  system. 

With  no  national  solution  forthcoming,  states  felt  obligated 
to  produce  and  distribute  tokens  valued  at  less  than  one  cent  for  use 
as  change  for  sales  tax  collected  for  small  purchases.  The  state  of 
Washington  was  the  first  to  do  so  in  1935,  followed  soon  after  by 
Illinois.  The  initial  reaction  of  various  federal  agencies  was  that  the 
states  were  engaged  in  an  illegal  coinage  of  money.  Other  states 
waited  while  the  federal  government  decided  what  to  do  about  state 
of  Washington  sales  tax  tokens. 


Finally,  the  federal  government,  after  many  delays, 
threats,  and  inaction  on  other  solutions  to  the  problem,  decided  not 
to  act  to  enforce  its  sole  legal  right  to  issue  coinage  due  to  the 
economic  emergency.  Twelve  states,  including  Alabama 
(aluminum,  brass,  zinc,  fiber,  plastic),  Arizona  (copper,  aluminum, 
zinc,  brass).  Colorado  (aluminum,  fiber,  plastic),  Illinois  aluminum), 
Kansas  (aluminum,  zinc).  Louisiana  (aluminum,  brass),  Mississippi 
(aluminum,  brass,  fiber,  plastic),  Missouri  (cardboard,  zinc,  plastic). 
New  Mexico  (aluminum,  copper,  fiber,  plastic),  Oklahoma 
(aluminum,  brass,  fiber,  cardboard),  Utah  aluminum,  plastic),  and 
Washington  aluminum,  fiber,  plastic),  eventually  issued  official 
tokens  made  from  a  variety'  of  materials.  Illinois  also  allowed  the 
issuance  of  provisional  tokens  by  cities  and  counties.  Several 
states  allowed  the  issuance  of  public  and  private  cardboard  and 
paper  tokens,  scrip  or  receipts. 

In  1951,  Washington  was  the  first  state  to  discontinue  their 
use  of  sales  tax  token.  By  1954,  all  the  other  states  had  discontinued 
their  production,  while  Missouri  used  its  available  stock  of  tokens 
until  1961. 

In  some  states,  such  as  Nebraska.  "No-Tax”  tokens

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circulated  to  protest  the  possible  adoption  of  the  sales  tax.  For 
Nebraska,  this  was  part  of  the  prevailing  philosophy  that  land  tax 
was  the  only  acceptable  means  for  obtaining  state  revenue.  This  was 
used  to  successfully  attract  business  to  the  state.  Nebraska  is 
currently  facing  a  similar  dilemma  on  how  to  collect  future  state 
revenue. 

Sales  tax  tokens  are  readily  available  and  inexpensive,  with 
little  collector  interest  in  accumulating  date  and  type  sets.  However, 
the  collection  of  sales  tax  tokens  can  be  particularly  interesting  for 
error/variety'  collectors.  Since  the  coining  of  the  various  tokens 
was  typically  contracted  to  private  businesses,  there  were  may  die 
varieties  and  errors  produced  due  to  the  poor  methods  of 
manufacturing  employed.  It  is  probably  impossible  to  completely 
catalog  all  the  varies  produced  because  many  were  destroyed  rather 
than  allowed  to  reach  the  collectible  market.

SECTION  1 


ARTICLE  I 

The  name  ot  this  organization  shall  be  the  “Nebraska  Numismatic  .Association”. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  objects  ot  this  organization  shall  be  to  advance  the  knowledge  of  numismatics  along  educational 
historical,  and  scientific  lines  in  all  its  various  branches;  to  assist  in  bring  about  better  cooperation  between 
all  persons  interested  in  coinage,  circulation,  classification,  sales,  exhibition,  use.  and  preservation  of  all 
coins,  bills,  and  medals,  to  acquire  and  disseminate  trustworthy  information  bearing  upon  these  topics;  to 
promote  greater  popular  interest  in  the  science  of  numismatology,  and  for  the  particular  purpose  of  bringing- 
the  numismatists  of  Nebraska  into  closer  relations  with  one  another,  and  of  promoting  friendly  feeling  for 
one  another  through  social  intercourse,  the  interchange  of  ideas  and  discussions  of  mutual  interest;  to> 
acquire,  own,  hold  and  dispose  of  such  personal  prepay  and  own  real  estate  for  its  own  use,  as  may  be 
necessary-  to  properly  carry  into  effect  the  purposes  herein  set  forth,  and  to  perform  all  such  acts  and  things 
as  may  be  necessary  to  the  full  earning  into  effect  the  said  purposes,  but  such  purposes  do  not  include 
operations  for  pecuniary-  profit.  This  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

ARTICLE  III 

The  control  of  this  organization  shall  be  vested  in  an  executive  board  composed  and  elected  as  described  in 
the  by-laws  of  this  organization 


BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I 

Members  Eligibility  and  Privileges 

Section  1.  The  membership  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  regular  members,  junior  members,  life 
members,  and  honorary'  members.  Memberships  are  not  transferable  from  one  person  to  another. 

Section  2.  .-VII  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  of  the  privileges  of  the  association,  including  the  right  to 
vote,  hold  office,  and  receive  the  official  publications  of  the  association  except  that: 

(a)  Honorary'  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  unless  they  were  regular 
members  or  life  members  of  the  association  at  the  time  honorary  membership  was  conferred  upon  them. 

(b)  Junior  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office. 

Section  3.  Regular  members  shall  be  those  individuals  and  local  numismatic  clubs  and  kindred 
associations,  museums  and  public  libraries,  now  members  and  corporate  members  in  good  standing  and 
those  hereafter  elected  as  such  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth: 
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(a)  Any  individual  of  good  moral  character,  2 1  years  of  age  or  over,  shall  be  eligible  for 
regular  memberships,  provided  the  applicant  be  vouched  for  by  two  persons,  at  least  one  of  whom  is  a 
member  of  the  association  in  good  standings 

(b)  Any  club,  society,  association,  corporation,  museum,  archives,  public  library  or 
school  shall  be  eligible  for  regular  membership,  provided  the  applicant  be  approved  by  the  general 
secretary.  Any  application  made  under  this  subsection  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  said  applicant,  unless  this  requirement  is  specifically  waived  by  the  exe.  Uive  board. 

Section  4.  Junior  members  shall  be  those  individuals  now  junior  member  in  good  standing  and  those 
persons  hereafter  elected  as  such  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  .Any  individual  of  good  moral  character,  less  than  21  years  of  age,  shall  be  eligible 
for  Junior  membership,  provided  the  applicant  be  vouched  for  by  two  persons,  at  least  one  of  whom  is  a 
parent  or  guardian  of  the  applicant  at  least  one  whom  is  a  member  in  good  standing. 

(b)  During  the  minority  of  a  junior  member,  his  membership  number  shall  be  preceded 
by  the  letter  “J”.  Upon  reaching  his  majority,  the  said  junior  member  shall  automatically  become  a  regular 
member  and  entitled  to  all  privileges  thereof,  if  at  any  time  the  Senior  cards  are  numbered. 


Section  5.  Life  members  shall  be  those  individuals,  and  kindred  associations,  now  life  members  and  those 
individuals  hereafter  elected  as  such  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  Any  individual  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  association  for  three  years  or  longer 

shall  be  eligible  for  life  membership  provided  the  application  therefor  be  approved  by  the  general  secretary. 
Any  application  may  be  bestowed  by  the  executive  board  by  its  own  action  upon  a  member  who  has 
rendered  the  association  some  special  service. 


Section  6.  Honorary  members  shall  be  those  individuals  now  honorary  members  and  those  individuals 

hereafter  elected  as  such  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth: 

(a)  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  only  by  the  executive  board,  upon  written 

nomination  of  at  least  three  members  thereof  upon  any  person  who  has  rendered  the  association  or  the 
science  of  numismatics  some  particular  or  noteworthy  service  or  who  is  considered  deserving  of  the  special 
and  distinctive  title  of  honorary'  member. 


ARTICLE  II 

Membership-applications,  admission  and  dues 

Section  1.  Applications  to  become  regular  members,  junior  members  or  life  members  shall  be  made  in 
writing  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  executive  board.  Such  applications  shall  furnish  the  name,  address,  and 
occupation  of  the  applicant,  and  if  and  individual,  the  age  at  last  birthday,  as  well  as  the  date  and  kind  of 
membership  applied  for. 


Section  2.  Such  application,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  requisite  sponsors,  as  set  forth  in  Article  I,  and  the 
advance  dues,  shall  be  sent  to  the  general  secretary',  who  shall  cause  notice  of  the  application  to  be 
published  in  the  official  magazine. 


Section  3.  If  no  written  objection  to  such  admission  be  received  by  the  general  Secretary  by  the  first  of  the 
month  succeeding  the  publication  of  said  application,  the  applicant  shall  be  admitted  on  the  first  day  of  the 
second  succeeding  month. 


Section  4.  If  written  and  timely  objection  to  such  admission  be  received  by  the  general  secretary,  he  shall 
refer  the  same  to  the  president,  who  shall  there-upon  advise  the  applicant  of  the  nature  of  the  objections  and 
request  an  answer  thereto.  When  this  has  been  received,  the  president  ijhall  forward  all  the  available 
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information  to  the  executive  board  for  consideration  and  action.  The  executive  board  may  either  accept  or 
reject  such  application  and  in  either  event  notify  the  general  secretary  of  its  decision. 

(a)  When  the  executive  board  accepts  the  said  application,  the  said  applicant  shall  be 
admitted  and  notice  thereof  caused  to  be  published  in  the  official  magazine. 

(b)  In  the  case  the  application  be  rejected,  the  advance  pavment  or  dues  shall  be 
returned  to  the  applicant 


ARTICLE  III 

Members-Resignation,  suspension  and  expulsion 

Section  1.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  resign  from  the  association  while  he  is  indebted  to  it  in  any 
manner  or  while  charges  are  pending  against  him. 


Section  2.  .Annual  dues  shall  be  payable  to  the  general  secretary  in  advance  on  January  1st  of  each  year. 
Any  member  who  fails  to  pay  his  dues  before  April  1st  in  any  year  shall  be  liable  to  suspension,  in  which 
case  his  name  shall  be  dropped  from  the  membership  rolls  and  removed  from  the  mailing  list.  .Any  member 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  or  who  has  resigned,  may  be  reinstated  upon  pavment  of  arrearage  due 
at  the  time  of  suspension  or  resignation,  provided  no  charges  are  pending  against  him,  and  in  such  case, 
only  if  the  charges  are  withdrawn  or  dismissed. 


Section  3.  Whenever  written  charges  are  brought  against  any  member  of  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  welfare 
of  the  association,  such  charges  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  making  them.  The  identity  of  the  person 
making  such  charges  hall  not  be  made  known,  except  to  the  executive  board.  Such  charges,  with  particulars 
thereof,  shall  be  tiled  with  the  president,  who  shall  thereupon  furnish  the  accused  member  with  a  within 
copy  there  of.  The  accused  member  shall  be  afforded  reasonable  opportunity  to  enter  a  written  defense  to 
such  charges  The  matter  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  executive  board,  which  shall  determine  the  case  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  adopt.  The  Executive  board  may  dismiss  such  charges,  or  it  may 
censure,  suspend  or  expel  the  accused  member  It  may  cause  the  results  of  its  action  to  be  published  in  the 
official  magazine.  I  ntil  the  final  decision  of  the  executive  board,  the  accused  member  shall  continue  in 
good  standing. 


ARTICLE  IV 
Elected  Officers  -  Duties 

Section  1.  The  elected  officers  of  the  association  shall  be:  President.  First  Vice-President.  Second 
Y  ice-President.  General  Secretary -Treasurer,  .Assistant  to  the  Secretary -Treasurer  and  an  executive  board 
composed  as  prescribed  herein. 


Section  2.  The  president  shall  have  general  supervision  over  all  the  affairs  of  the  association.  His  duties 
shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to.  the  following: 

(a)  To  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  association. 

(b)  To  preside  at  all  the  meetings  and  call  the  meetings  of  the  executive  board. 

(c)  To  appoint  all  district  or  club  representatives  and  all  committees  that  may  be 

necessary,  and  to  remove  them  at  will 

(d)  To  fill  by  temporary  appointment  any  vacancy  in  any  elective  office  until  a 
successor  is  elected  by  the  executive  board. 

(e)  To  countersign  all  proper  warrants  drawn  by  the  general  secretary-treasurer  if  felt 
necessary'  by  the  executive  board. 

(0  To  require  the  general  secretary  -treasurer  to  render  regular  semi-yearly  reports 

(g)  To  make  a  call  for  nominations  of  officers  to  appear  in  the  January  issue  of  the 

official  magazine,  in  the  election  years. 


Section  3.  The  duties  of  the  First  Vice-President  shall  be: 

(a)  To  assist  the  President,  upon  his  request,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

(b)  To  act  in  the  place  of  the  President  in  case  of  his  absence  or  disability. 

(c)  To  succeed  the  position  of  President,  in  case  of  his  death  or  resignation. 

(d)  To  supervise  all  educational  programs  of  the  association  and  report  thereon  to  the 

President. 

Section  4.  The  duties  of  the  Second  Vice-President  shall  be: 

(a)  To  assist  the  President,,  upon  his  request,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

(b)  To  aid  and  supervise  the  district  or  club  representatives  in  the  performance  of  their 

duties. 

(c)  To  require  that  the  district  or  club  representatives  to  render  to  him  reports  as 
requested  at  least  once  a  year  and  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  President. 

Section  5.  The  duties  of  the  General  Secretary-Treasurer: 

(a)  To  keep  a  true  record  of  all  the  transactions  of  the  association  and  preserve  all 
documents  pertaining  to  his  office. 

(b)  To  act  as  secretary  of  the  Executive  Board,  keep  a  true  record  of  its  proceedings  and 
send  a  copy  thereof  to  each  of  its  members. 

(c)  To  receive  all  funds  paid  to  the  association,  except  those  which  are  collected  by  the 
adv  ertising  manager  of  the  official  magazine  and  thereafter  transmitted  to  the  general  secretary;  remit  all 
receipts;  and  prepare  and  submit  a  financial  report  to  the  executive  board  once  a  year. 

(d)  To  receive  all  applications  for  membership;  if  properly  prepared  and  accompanied 
by  the  required  dues,  to  publish  notice  of  such  applications  in  the  official  magazine;  forward  objections  to 
applications  to  the  president;  publish  information  as  to  new  members  admitted,  as  well  as  changes  in 
membership,  resignations  and  deaths,  and  make  monthly  revisions  of  the  mailing  list  of  the  official 
magazine. 

(e)  To  keep  in  safe  custody  the  seal  and  the  dies  of  the  association;  to  arrange  for  the 

preparation  of  such  dies  as  may  be  authorized  and  the  striking  and  disposition  of  medals,  bars,  and 

membership  buttons  as  authorized. 

(0  To  perform  such  duties  in  connection  with  the  nomination  and  election  of  officers  as 

may  be  required  by  these  by-laws. 

(g)  To  prepare  and  publish  a  directory  of  members  at  least  once  every  three  years. 

(h)  To  receive  all  money  of  the  association  collected  from  any  source. 

(I)  To  prepare  an  accounting  of  all  funds  received  and  a  full  and  final  report  of  all 

matters  pertaining  to  his  office  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  and  render  the  same  accompanied  by  the  proper 
vouchers,  to  the  association  through  its  president. 

(j)  To  invest  and  pay  out  the  funds  of  the  association  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 

the  executive  board 

Section  6.  The  duties  of  the  .Assistant  to  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  be: 

(a)  To  assist  and  aid  the  general  secretary  in  the  actions  of  his  office  as  ordered  by  the 

general  secretary  or  the  executive  board. 

Section  7.  The  Executive  Board  shall  consists  of  the  president,  the  first  vice-president,  the  second 
vice-president  and  the  three  immediately  past  presidents.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  all 
affairs  of  the  association,  including,  but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(a)  Election  of  members  to  fill  vacancies  in  any  elective  office,  except  that  of  president; 
and  appoint  a  temporary  general  secretary  or  treasurer  in  the  event  either  shall  become  incapacitated  or 
otherwise  unable  to  properly  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  respective  office. 

(b)  Decide  on  the  time  and  place  for  holding  conventions. 

(c)  Prescribe  the  form  of  membership  applications  and  official  ballots. 

(d)  Rule  on  the  admission  of  applicants  against  whom  objections  are  raised. 

(e)  Rule  on  disposition  of  formal  charges  brought  against  a  member. 

(0  Fix  advertising  rates  for  space  in  the  official  magazine  and  rule  and  regulations  in 

connection  therewith 
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(g)  Appoint  an  advertising  manager  for  the  official  magazine. 

(h)  Affix  the  dues  of  regular  and  life  members. 

(I)  Remove  from  office  any  elected  or  appointed  officer  who  does  not  or  cannot  meet 

the  requirements  of  his  office. 


ARTICLE  V  . 

Officers  -  Election 

Section  I.  The  president  shall,  each  year,  issue  a  call  for  nominations  of  officers  to  appear  in  the  January 
issue  of  the  official  magazine.  Such  nominations  may  be  made  by  any  member  in  good  standing. 

Section  2.  All  nominations  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  general  secretary,  who  shall 
immediately  w  rite  to  the  respective  nominees,  notifying  each  of  them  of  such  nomination  and  requesting  his 
acceptance  in  writing. 

Section  3.  Upon  receipt  of  such  nominations,  the  general  secretary  shall  cause  them  to  be  published  in  the 
official  magazine,  together  with  the  action  of  the  nominees  thereon.  Nominations  shall  close  60  days  prior 
to  the  opening  date  of  the  convention. 

Section  4.  Immediately  thereafter,  the  general  secretary  shall  cause  all  accepted  nominations  to  be  printed 
on  all  official  ballots  and  mail  a  copy  thereof  to  each  member  entitled  thereto,  together  with  an  envelope 
marked  “Official  Ballot”  an  a  return-addressed  envelope. 

Section  5.  The  envelopes  containing  the  executed  ballots  shall  be  retained  by  the  general  secretary 
unopened  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  chairman  of  the  election  committee  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual 
convention. 

Section  6.  The  polls  shall  close  at  noon  of  the  first  business  day  of  the  convention.  The  canvass  of  the 
ballots  shall  be  conducted  by  an  election  committee.  Excepting  for  a  contingency  arising  pursuant  to 
section  6  of  this  article,  only  official  ballots  may  be  counted. 

Section  7.  .All  of  the  officers  referred  to  in  article  IV  are  to  be  elected  in  1964  and  every  year  thereafter. 
They  will  assume  their  duties  at  the  last  session  of  the  annual  convention  at  which  an  election  is  held  and 
will  hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and  declared  installed. 


Section  8.  Each  officer,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  shall  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books, 
papers,  money  or  other  property  of  the  association  in  his  possession.  He  shall  not  be  relieved  of  his  bond  or 
obligation  until  this  requirement  has  been  complied  with. 


ARTICLE  VI 

Appointed  Officers  -  Duties 

Section  1.  .An  editor  of  the  official  magazine  shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  executive  board  and  at 
such  other  times  as  the  office  may  be  vacant.  The  duties  of  the  editor  shall  be  to  provide  suitable  material 
on  numismatic  subjects  for  publication  in  the  official  magazine.  He  may,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the 
executive  board,  appoint  such  associates  as  be  necessary'. 


Section  2.  Division  into  club  or  geographical  districts  may  be  made  at  the  direction  of  the  executive  board 
For  each  of  these  districts  or  clubs  the  president  may  appoint  a  district  representative  whose  duties  within 
his  area  shall  be: 

(a)  To  disseminate  numismatic  information  and  do  everything  practicable  to  promote 
the  general  interest  in  numismatics. 

(b)  To  keep  informed  regarding  members  and  collectors,  and  matters  of  numismatic 
int'4*est  in  his  respective  territory'. 
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(c)  To  encourage  new  collectors,  endeavor  to  gain  new  members  and  aid  the  formation 
of  local  associations. 

(d)  To  investigate  and  report  disputed  referred  to  him  by  the  president. 

(e)  To  report  to  the  second  vice-president  each  year. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Conventions 

Section  1.  The  association  shall  convene  once  each  year  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  executive 
board.  This  time  and  place  shall  be  published  at  least  3  months  prior  in  the  official  magazine. 

Section  2.  Such  conventions  shall  be  conducted  by  Roberts  Rules. 

Section  3.  A  Quorum  to  transact  business  shall  consist  of  eleven  present  members. 

Section  4.  To  expedite  the  work  of  the  convention  the  president  shall  appoint  the  following  as  is  expedient. 

(a)  .An  election  committee,  of  not  less  than  5  members  to  count  the  ballots  and  report 
same  at  the  business  meeting. 

(b)  .An  auditing  committee  to  audit  such  report  as  ordered  by  the  executive  board  and 
report  to  same. 

(c)  Such  other  committees  as  the  president  may  deem  advisable. 

ARTICLE  Mil 
Special  Provisions 

Section  1.  No  officer,  committee  or  member  shall  incur  any  expense  in  the  name  of  the  association  without 
authorization  or  approval  of  the  president. 

Section  2.  Reproductions  of  the  .Association  Seal  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  official  stationary 
except  with  authorization  or  approval  of  the  president. 

Section  3.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  shall  be  from  .April  1  to  March  31. 

Section  4.  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  a  convention  of  the  association  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present  and  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  executive  board. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  BY-LAWS 

1 .  Term  of  Office  for  Secretary-Treasurer  and  Assistant  Secretary  -Treasurer. 

May  27,  1 967.  Moved  by  Jim  Cotton  that  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be  amended  so  that  the  term  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  and  .Assistant  Secretary-Treasurer  be  extended  to  three  years  beginning  in  1968.

SECTION  II 

RULES  FOR  N.N.A.  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 
SPECIAL  N.N.A.  OFFICERS  AND  DUTIES 
SPECIAL  N.N.A.  COMMITTEES  AND  DUTIES 


THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD  OF  THE  N.N.A. 

.Article  III  of  the  Constitution  states:  “The  control  of  this  organization  shall  be  vested  in  an  executive  board 
composed  and  elected  as  described  in  the  by-laws  of  this  organization.” 

.Article  IV,  Section  7  of  the  By-Laws  states:  “The  executive  board  shall  consist  of  the  president,  the  first 
vice-president,  the  second  vice-president,  and  the  three  immediately  past  presidents.  The  board  shall  have 
the  power  to  act  on  all  affairs  of  the  association,  including,  but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(a)  Election  of  members  to  fill  vacancies  in  any  elective  office,  except  that  of  president; 
and  appoint  a  temporary  general  secretary  or  treasurer  in  the  event  either  shall  become  incapacitated  or 
otherwise  unable  to  properly  discharge  the  duties  of  said  respective  office. 

(b)  Decide  on  the  time  and  place  for  holding  conventions. 

(c)  Prescribe  the  form  of  membership  applications  and  official  ballots. 

(d)  Rule  on  the  admission  of  applicants  against  whom  objections  are  raised. 

(e)  Rule  on  disposition  of  formal  charges  brought  against  a  member. 

(f)  Fix  advertising  rates  for  space  in  the  official  magazine  and  rules  and  regulations  in 
connection  therewith 

(h)  .Affix  the  dues  of  regular  and  life  members. 

(I)  Remove  from  office  any  elected  or  appointed  officer  who  does  not  or  cannot  meet 

the  requirements  of  his  office. 

Other  duties  of  the  Executive  Board,  as  stated  in  the  By-Laws  are  as  follows: 

.Article  I,  Section  5  (a)  .Any  individual  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  association  for  three  years  or  longer 
shall  be  eligible  for  life  membership  provided  the  application  therefor  be  approved  by  the  general  secretary’. 
.Any  application  may  be  bestowed  by  the  EXECUTIVE  BO.ARD  by  its  own  action  upon  a  member  who  has 
rendered  the  association  some  special  service. 

.Article  I,  Section  6  (a)  Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred  only  bv  the  EXECUTIVE  BO.ARD,  upon 
written  nomination  of  at  least  three  members  therefor  upon  any  person  who  has  rendered  the  association  or 
the  science  of  numismatics  some  particular  or  noteworthy  sendee  or  who  is  considered  desen’ing  of  the 
special  and  distinctive  title  of  honorary'  member. 

.Article  IV,  Section  5  (j)  (Duties  of  the  General  Secretary  -Treasurer)  To  invest  and  pay  out  funds  of  the 
association  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  the  EXECUTIVE  BO.ARD. 

.Article  VI,  Section  1  .An  editor  of  the  official  magazine  shall  be  annually  appointed  bv  the  EXECUTIVE 
BO.ARD. 


.Article  VI,  Section  2  Division  into  club  or  geographical  district  may  be  made  at  the  direction  of  the 
EXECUTIVE  BO.ARD. 
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.Article  \  II  Section  4  (b)  .An  auditing  committee  to  audit  such  reports  as  ordered  bv  the  EXECUTIVE 
BOARD 


.Article  \  III,  Section  4  These  by-laws  may  be  amended  or  altered  at  a  convention  of  the  association  by 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  the  approval  of  the  majority  of  the  EXECUTIVE  BO.ARD. 

RULES  GOVERNING  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

1 .  Board  Meetings: 

(a)  At  least  two  (2)  executive  board  meetings  must  be  held  each  year. 

(b)  The  tirst  meeting  shall  be  on  the  second  day  of  the  convention  at  a  noon  luncheon, 
the  second  meeting  shall  be  decided  at  the  first  meeting,  but  must  be  held  before  the  following  convention. 

2.  Number  of  members  of  the  board  needed  to  hold  a  board  meeting 

(a)  The  board  consists  of  six(6)  members  and  two-thirds  (2/3)  or  four  (4)  members  shall 
be  present  for  a  meeting. 

(b)  All  members  of  the  board  must  be  notified  at  least  ten  (10)  davs  prior  to  a  meeting. 

3.  Actions  of  the  Executive  Board: 

(a)  All  matters  discussed  at  a  board  meeting  shall  be  recorded  and  a  copy  given  to  each 
board  member  whether  they  were  present  or  not. 

(b)  .All  Decisions  of  the  board  must  be  ratified  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  of  all 
members  of  the  board. 

(c)  E\en  though  ratified  by  two-thirds  majority,  a  decision  of  the  board  may  not  go  into 
effect  until  all  members  of  the  board  not  present  have  been  notified  and  their  views  received  and  considered 
by  the  president. 

(d)  .An  action  by  the  majority  of  the  regular  members  at  the  regular  yearly  meeting  of 
the  N.N.A.  may  go  into  effect  as  soon  as  ratified  by  a  2  3  majority  of  the  executive  board. 


4.  Board  Members: 

(a)  If  a  member  of  the  executiv  e  board  resigns  or  is  removed  for  cause,  the  number  of 
members  needed  for  a  meeting  and  quorum  remains  the  same. 

(b)  The  member  who  resigns  or  is  removed  need  not  be  notified  of  meetings,  actions  or 
receive  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  board  meetings. 

(c)  Failure  by  a  board  member  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  an  executive  board  member  is 
sufficient  cause  for  expulsion  from  the  organization. 

(d)  The  President  of  the  N.N.A.  may  appoint  a  member  to  fill  the  vacancy  of  a  board 
member  This  appointment  must  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining  board  members. 

SPECIAL  N.N.A.  OFFICERS 

There  are  Special  and  Permanent  Officers  of  the  association  that  are  named  in  the  by-laws,  but  are  herein 
name.  These,  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  with  the  approval  of  the  executive  board,  for  a 
life  term  or  until  such  time  that  they  can  not  or  do  not  wish  to  fulfill  these  positions. 

1.  HISTORIAN  -  The  N.N.A  shall  have  a  permanent  historian  His  duties  shall  be  to  keep  all  records, 
books,  paper,  and  etc.,  pertaining  to  this  association  that  are  not  in  current  use  by  the  elected  officers  or 
committees  of  the  association.  He  may  also  have  in  his  charge,  photographs,  plaques,  ribbons,  awards,  etc. 
pertaining  to  the  association.  A  copy  of  all  business  meetings,  regular  and  board  meetings,  shall  also  be 
supplied  to  his  for  safe  keeping.  From  time  to  time,  it  may  be  required  for  the  historian  to  have  bound  into  a 
book,  the  minutes  and  other  papers  of  the  association,  or  have  suitable  frames  or  cases  made  for  exhibiting 
or  storing  the  archives  and  or  other  brick-a-brack  of  the  association. 

The  Historian  for  the  N.N.A  is:  John  J.  Gabarron 

2  LEGAL  COUNSEL  -  The  N.N.A.  shall  have  a  permanent  legal  counsel  His  duties  shall  be  to  advise 
the  officers  or  members  on  legal  matters  concerning  the  association  only.  While  this  is  an  Honorarv  Office, 
it  may,  at  times,  be  necessary  for  the  association  to  use  funds  for  the  service  of  (lie  Legal  Counsel. 
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The  Legal  Counsel  for  the  N.N.A.  is: 

3.  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION  REPRESENTATIVE  -  The  N.N.A.  shall  have  a 
permanent  A.N.A.  representative.  His  duties  shall  be  to  advise  and  represent  the  association  in  the  affairs  of 
the  A.N.A. 

The  A.N. A.  Representative  for  the  N.N.A.  is:  Steven  C.  Drake 

4.  SERGEANT  AT  .ARMS  .AND  SECURITY  OFFICER  -  The  N.N.A.  shall  have  a  permanent  Sergeant 
At  Arms  or  security  officer.  His  duties  shall  be  to  oversee  all  security  matters  of  the  association.  He  shall 
advise  and  supervise  the  convention  security  committee  and  act  as  sergeant  at  arms  at  business  meetings 
and  conventions. 

The  Sergeant  At  .Arms  and  Security  Officer  for  the  N.N.A.  is:  John  J.  Gabarron 

SPECIAL  N.N.A.  COMMITTEES 

There  are  Special  Committees,  some  with  permanent  Chairman,  for  the  association  that  are  not  named  in 
the  by-laws,  but  are  herein  named.  The  permanent  chairman  shall  a  life  term  or  shall  serve  until  such  time 
that  they  can  not  or  do  not  wish  to  fulfill  these  positions. 

1.  MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE  -  this  committee  shall  have  as  its  chairman  the  General 
Secretary -Treasurer  of  the  association  with  members  appointed  by  the  president  and  the  committee 
chairman.  This  committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  membership  drives  and  shall  advise  the  executive  board 
as  to  methods  of  recruiting  new  members. 

2.  CONSTITUTION  COMMITTEE  -  This  committee  shall  add  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  when  they  are  adopted  and  yearly  study  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  discrepancies  or 
possible  changes  and  additions.  The  permanent  chairman  of  this  committee  shall  be  Robert  R.  Kutcher, 
with  the  members  being  appointed  yearly  by  the  president. 

3.  ELECTION  COMMITTEE  -  This  committee  shall  oversee  all  elections  and  count  ballots  at  elections. 
They  shall  advise  nominees  of  their  nomination  and  find  if  they  wish  to  run  for  office.  If  there  is  a 
deficiency  of  nominees,  they  may  suggest  or  nominate  candidates.  The  permanent  chairman  shall  be: 

.  with  the  members  being  appointed  yearly  by  the  president. 

4.  AREA  REPRESENTATIVES  -  Usually  the  .Area  Representative  for  the  association  will  be  the  secretary 
of  the  local  member  club,  giving  one  representative  for  every  club  in  the  state.  However  the  president  may 
appoint  Special  Area  Representatives  if  he  feels  that  the  association  can  best  be  served  in  this  manner. 

5.  CONVENTION  RULES  COMMITTEE  -  This  committee  shall  yearly  study  the  rules  governing  all 
phases  of  the  convention  and  suggest  changes  to  the  president  and  executive  board.  This  committee  shall  be 
appointed  yearly  by  the  president. 

6.  COIN  SHOW  CORRELATION  COMMITTEE  -  This  committee  shall  gather  the  dates  of  all  coin 
shows  and  conventions  within  the  state  of  Nebraska  and  correlate  these  dates  so  that  there  are  no  shows 
within  a  50  mile  radius  of  each  other  on  the  same  date.  This  committee  shall  sanction  all  state  coin  shows 
and  forward  the  place  and  date  of  the  shows  to  the  NEWSLETTER  for  publication.  The  permanent 
chairman  for  this  committee  shall  be:  Elmer  G.  Nelson,  who  shall  appoint  the  committee  members,  with  the 
approval  of  the  executive  board. 

7.  COIN  DEALER  COMMITTEE  -  This  committee  shall  keep  a  list  of  all  the  established  coin  dealers  and 
their  addresses  within  the  state  of  Nebraska.  This  committee  shall  arbitrate  any  disputes  betw  een  members 
of  the  association  and  coin  dealers  and  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  association  of  any  unfair  or  dishonest 
practices  of  coin  dealers  within  the  state  of  Nebraska.  This  committee  shall  be  appointed  yearly  with  two  of 
its  members  being  established  coin  dealers  from  Nebraska. 
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Canadian  &  Provincial  Coinage 
Of  The  19th  Century

During  the  19th  century,  Canada  found  itself  in  the  same 
position  as  a  number  of  British  colonies,  as  well  as  Great  Britain 
itself,  in  having  little  or  no  coinage  for  small  commercial 
transactions.  As  a  colony  of  Great  Britain,  Canada  needed  the 
British  government's  approval  before  it  could  issue  its  own 
distinctive  coinage.  Early  solutions  to  this  problem  involved  the 
issuance  of  private  and  bank  tokens  which  were  accepted  throughout 
Canada  as  needed 

After  a  number  of  unsuccessful  attempts  in  the  early  1850's 
to  obtain  such  approval,  the  Canadian  government  was  granted 
the  right  to  issue  its  own  coinage  in  dollars  and  cents  based  on  the 
United  States  dollar.  Subsequently,  in  1859,  Nova  Scotia  was 
authorized  to  issue  its  own  coinage  based  on  US  $5  equal  to  LI. 
while  in  1860  New  Brunswick  received  similar  authorization. 
However,  in  1863  Newfoundland  was  authorized  to  issue  its  own 
coinage  based  on  the  Spanish  dollar.  Finally,  in  1871  Prince 
Edward  Island  would  be  authonzed  to  issue  dollar  and  cents 
coinage  based  on  the  US$1.  The  various  provincial  coinages  would 
cease  when  the  provinces  themselves  were  incorporated  into  the 
Canadian  Confederation. 

The  various  coinage  issues  were  designed  and  engraved  by 
L  C.  Wyon  as  summarized  below: 

CANADA:  Decimal  coinage  has  been  issued  by 
Canada  since  1858.  The  19th  century  design  for  the  cent  had  a 
profiled  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  encircled  by  the  legend  VICTORIA 
DEI  GRATIA  REGINA  CANADA  on  the  obverse,  and  the 
denomination  and  date  encircled  by  a  wreath  made  from  maple 
leaves  on  the  reverse.  The  designs  for  the  Canadian  five,  ten, 
twenty,  twenty-five  and  fifty  cent  pieces  were  similar.  A  profiled 
bust  of  Queen  Victoria  was  encircled  by  the  legend  VICTORIA  DEI 
GRATIA  REGINA  CANADA  on  the  obverse,  and  the  denomination 
and  date  encircled  by  a  wreath  of  maple  leave  topped  bv  a  St. 
Edwards  crown  on  the  reverse. 

NOVA  SCOTIA:  Only  half  and  one  cent  coins 
were  issued  before  Nova  Scotia  joined  the  Canadian  Confederation  in 
1867.  Both  the  half-cents  issued  for  1861  and  1864,  and  the  cents 
issued  for  1861,  1862  and  1864  had  obverses  bearing  a  laurated 
profile  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  encircled  by  the  legeifd  VICTORIA 
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D:G:  BRITT:REG:F:D:,  and  reverses  containing  an  Imperial  crown 
with  the  date  below  encircled  by  a  wreath  of  roses  and  mayflowers 
with  the  denomination  above  and  NOVA  SCOTIA  below'. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK:  Half-cents,  and  one,  five,  ten 
and  twenty  cent  pieces  were  issued  before  New  Brunswick  became 
part  of  the  Canadian  Confederation  in  1867.  The  half-cents  (1861), 
and  cent  1861.  1864)  had  obverse  and  reverse  designs  similar  to 
those  used  by  Nova  Scotia.  The  five,  ten  and  twenty  cent  pieces 
issued  for  1862  and  1864  had  the  same  designs  with  the  obverse 
containing  a  laurated  profile  bust  of  Queen  Victoria  encircled  by  the 
legend  VICTORIA  D:  G:  REG:  NEW  BRUNSWICK  and  a  reverse 
containing  the  denomination  and  date  encircled  by  a  maple  wreath 
topped  by  a  crown  of  St.  Edward. 


NEWFOUNDLAND:  Various  decimal  coins  were 
issued  for  Newfoundland  until  its  incorporation  into  the  Canadian 
Confederation  in  1948.  The  one  cent  piece  had  a  laurated  profile  bust 
of  Queen  Victoria  encircled  bv  the  legend  VICTORIA  D:G:  REG:  on 
the  obverse  and  a  St.  Edward’s  crown  with  date  below  encircled  by  a 
wreath  of  pitcher  plant  and  oak  further  encircled  by  the  legend 
ONE  CENT  NEWFOUNDLAND  The  five,  ten,  twenty  and  fifty 
cent  pieces  had  a  common  design  with  a  profiled  bust  of  Victoria 
encircled  by  the  legend  VICTORIA  D:  G:  REG  NEWFOUNDLAND 
on  the  obverse,  and  the  denomination  and  date  encircled  by  an 
ornate  pattern  on  the  reverse.  The  two  dollar  gold  piece  had  a 
laurated  profile  Victoria  bust  encircled  by  the  legend  VICTORIA 
D:  G:  REG:  NEWFOUNDLAND  on  the  obverse  and  the 

denomination  and  date  encircled  by  the  legend  TWO  FIUNDRED 
CENTS  TWO  HUNDRED  PENCE  on  the  reverse. 

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND:  Only  a  one  cent  coin  was 
issued  prior  to  its  acceptance  into  the  Canadian  Confederation  in 
1873.  The  obverse  contained  a  profile  of  Queen  Victoria  encircled 
by  the  legend  VICTORIA  QUEEN  and  the  year  1871,  while  the 
reverse  depicted  a  large  oak  tree  sheltering  three  oak  saplings  above 
the  motto  PARVA  SUB  INGENTII  encircled  by  the  legend  PRINCE 
EDWARD  ISLAND  ONE  CENT.  The  reverse  design  was  taken 
from  the  Provincial  Seal  in  which  the  oak  tree  represents  England 
and  the  three  saplings  the  three  counties  of  the  island. 

Most  of  the  above  coins  are  readily  available  from 
dealers,  although  specific  grades  may  be  difficult  to  obtain.  This 
makes  an  interesting  addendum  to  a  Canadian  type  set. 
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Medieval  Copper  Scyphate  (Cupped)  Coins

One  of  the  most  sought  after  collectibles  of  the  Byzantine 
Empire  by  many  "Christians"  are  the  coins  that  were  produced  with 
an  image  of  Christ,  Mary,  and/or  a  Saint.  These  images  were 
produced  in  great  quantities  on  gold,  silver  and  copper  coins  after 
the  defeat  of  the  Iconclastic  Movement.  Probably  the  most 
affordable,  and  therefore  the  choice  of  many  numismatists  and 
non-numismatists  alike,  of  the  Byzantine  coin  series  is  the  copper 
scyphate  or  trachy  (cupped  shape)  coins  issued  beginning  with  the 
reign  of  Alexus  I  Commenus  (1081-1118). 

The  scyphate  was  originally  used  to  make  gold  coins 
beginning  with  the  reign  of  Constantine  VIII  (1025-28).  On  the 
concave  (inner)  side  the  image  was  that  of  the  emperor(s),  while  on 
the  convex  (outer)  side  the  image  was  that  of  Christ.  During  the 
reign  of  Alexus  I,  the  bronze  noumisma  was  also  produced  with  a 
cupped  shape  blank  with  an  image  of  the  emperor(s)  on  the  concave 
side  and  an  image  of  Christ  (and  later  Mary)  on  the  convex  side. 

The  scyphate  would  be  continuously  issued  until  the  reign 
of  John  V,  Paleologos  (1341-91).  It  should  be  noted  that  this 
denomination  saw  considerable  use  in  everyday  commercial  activity 
The  image  on  the  convex  side,  in  particular,  is  typically  worn,  while 
both  images  suffer  from  poor  striking,  and  striking  over  previous 
coins.  However,  those  coins  with  legends  visible  can  be  readily 
attributed  to  the  reigning  emperor. 

In  addition  to  the  Byzantine  Empire,  a  number  of  other 
states  in  the  region  also  issued  scyphate  copper/bronze  coins  with 
similar  images.  The  Bulgarians  were  the  first  to  produce 
-  "unofficial"  copies  of  the  Byzantine  scyphate.  and  later  Bulgarian 
Empire  scyphatcs  with  their  emperor  named  During  the  occupation 
of  Constantiople  by  crusader  knights,  scyphatcs  were  produced  for 
the  ailing  house  of  the  Latin  Empire  in  control  of  Constantinople, 
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the  Byzantine  enclaves  of  Thessalonica  and  Nicea.  and  the  Byzantine 
rebels  on  the  Island  of  Cyprus.  A  study  of  designs,  including  clothing 
worn  by  the  figure  represented,  and  the  legends,  will  allow'  one  to 
attribute  a  scyphate.

This  particular 
volume  deals  specifically  with  the 
attribution  of  Nebraska  state  trade  token 
mavericks  The  book  is  printed  in  the  8 
1/2"  X  1 1"  full  size  format  on  medium 
grade  stock  and  is  spiral  bound  with  card 
covers.  Print  reproduction  quality  is 
clear  and  the  type  style  and  size  chosen 
makes  for  easy  scanning  during  reference 
work. 

The  author  through  many  years  work 
on  his  own  and  with  the  help  of  over  40 
other  collectors  has  compiled  the  most 
extensive  listing  of  Nebraska  trade  token 
mavericks  available  Over  3700  different 
entries  arc  cataloged  by  business 
location  It  must  be  noted  that  this  work 
is  not  a  detailed  listing  catalog  of  each 
token,  rather  a  locator  only.  Detailed 
descriptions  of  the  tokens  are  omitted  as 
are  size,  shape,  rarity  and  composition 
information 


The  work  is  divided  into  three 
sections  The  first  is  the  listing  of  the 
tokens  alphabetically  by  merchant  name 
A  brief  description  is  given  along  with 
the  city  location  and  years  of  operation  if 
known  The  second  section  is  the  listing 
organized  alphabetically  by  city  name 
with  the  same  descriptive  data  given. 

The  third  section  is  of  special  interest  to 
topical  billiard  hall  &  saloon  collectors. 

It  is  a  ten-page  listing  transferred  from 
the  1911-12  Nebraska  Directory  of  all 
known  billiard  halls  and  saloons 
This  new  work  will  be  especially 
useful  to  the  Nebraska  collector  and  to 
the  segment  of  our  hobby  that  enjoys  the 
research  and  location  of  those  elusive

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The  Motto  on  U.  S.  Coins

It  may  interest  one  that  the  earliest  metal¬ 
lic  coins  in  the  world,  manufactured  many  cen¬ 
turies  before  the  birth  of  Christ  contained  in¬ 
formation  on  them  honoring  Almighty  God. 

The  early  Romans  had  the  image  of  Jupiter, 
whom  they  named,  God  the  Father.  All  of  the 
Roman  Gods  were  married,  so  Jupiter’s  wife 
was  Juno  and  the  month  of  June  is  named  in 
her  honor.  Undoubtedly  one  could  address  her 
as  Mrs.  Jupiter.  Many  American  girls  have  honored  her  by  getting 
married  in  the  month  of  June. 

Then  the  God,  Janus  was  honored  by  having  his  image  on  a  coin. 
He  was  known  as  the  God  of  Beginnings.  He  had  a  double  face,  one 
in  the  back  of  his  head  and  one  in  front  like  the  rest  of  us.  He  could 
look  both  ways  at  the  same  time.  That  is  more  than  we  can  do.  The 
month  of  January  is  named  in  his  honor.  That  month  being  the  rust 
month  in  the  year  he  could  accordingly,  scan  the  past  year  as  well 
as  peer  into  the  year  ahead,  all  at  the  same  time. 

Then  there  was  the  God  Apollo.  He  was  the  Sun  God.  In  other 
words  he  was  the  source  of  life  and  music. 

The  God,  Vulcan  also  had  his  face  on  the  Roman  coins.  He  was 
known  as  the  God  of  Fire.  So.  today  when  some  of  you,  mechanics 
vulcanize  something,  you  honor  him  by  using  his  name  as  the  God 

of  Heat  and  Fire.  . 

Strange  as  it  may  seem  that  here  in  the  United  States  of  Amei- 

ica  we  did  not  honor  God  on  any  coins  until  the  era  of  i th®  ^lvlTTWfaij 
For  that  reason,  many  anxious  church  leaders  said  that  the  United 
States  was  a  Godless  nation. 

The  Rev.  M.  R.  Watkinson,  a  preacher  in  a  small  congregation 
in  Ridleyville.  Pennsylvania,  (the  town  does  not  exist  today),  was 
much  concerned  about  the  Godlessness  existing  in  our  country.  e 
thought  about  the  terrible  misfortunes  of  the  Union  after  the  Battles 
of  Fort  Sumter  and  Bull  Run,  one  historian  writes. 

One  dismal  day  in  November,  in  the  year  1861,  it  is  reported 
that  he  sat  down  at  the  old  worn  out  and  antique  writing  desk  in  his 
rectory  office  and  wrote  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
Here  is  a  part  of  that  letter: 

“One  fact  touching  our  currency  has  hitherto  been  seriously 
overlooked.  I  mean  the  recognition  of  the  Almighty  God  in  some 
form  in  ur  coins.  What  if  our  Republic  were  now  shattered  beyond 
reconstruction?  Would  not  the  antiquaries  of  succeeding  centuries 
rightly  reason  from  our  past  that  we  were  a  heathen  nation.  I  pio- 
pose  a  motto  on  the  theme  of  God.  Liberty,  Law.  This  would  relieve 
us  from  the  ignominy  of  heathenism.  This  would  place  us  openly 
under  the  Divine  protection  which  we  have  personally  claimed.  From 
my  heart  I  have  felt  our  national  shame  in  disowning  God  as  not 
the  least  of  our  present  national  disasters.” 

The  Secretary,  read  this  urgent  letter  and  promptly  recognized 
the  merit  of  the  writer's  plea.  Immediately,  he  directed  an  order  to 
the  Director  of  the  Mint.  Here  is  what  the  dispatch  contained. 

“No  nation  can  be  strong  except  in  the  strength  of  God  or  safe 
except  in  His  defense.  The  trust  of  our  people  in  God  should  be  de¬ 
clared  on  our  national  coins.” 

“You  will  cause  a  device  to  be  prepared,  without  unnecessary 
delay,  with  a  motto  expressing  in  the  fewest  and  tersest  words  pos¬ 
sible  this  national  recognition.” 

Now  some  of  the  ideas  submitted  as  that  time  were:  Trust  oi 
Our  People  in  God,”  and  “Our  Country,  Our  God,”  and  “God  Our 
Trust”.  It  was  Secretary  Chase,  whose  whole  name  was  Salmon  P. 
Chase,  one  of  Lincoln’s  ablest  cabinet  members,  who  worded  the 
famous  motto  in  its  present  familiar  form.  He  later  became  Chief 
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Justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court. 

It  was  not  until  the  year  1864  that  the  motto  first  appeared  on 
the  coins  of  the  United  States.  The  two-cent  piece  was  the  first  coin 
to  bear  the  motto,  In  God  We  Trust.  This  com  ceased  to  be  minted 
nine  years  later.  Not  until  the  year  1938  was  the  motto  finally  to 
make  its  appearance  on  all  coins  minted  in  the  United  States. 

However,  the  motto  did  not  at  anytime  appear  on  any  of  our 
paper  money.  In  fact,  it  was  not  until  October,  1957,  that  the  one 
dollar  Silver  certificates  contained  the  motto.  A  man  by  the  name 
of  Matthew  H.  Rothert,  of  a  small  Arkansas  town,  was  responsible 
for  placing  the  motto  on  our  paper  currency.  It  was  in  1953,  at  a 
church  service  in  the  big  city  of  Chicago,  white  the  collection  plate 
was  being  passed  that  he  noted  that  only  the  metal  coins  had,  In 
God  We  Trust.  Being  missionary  minded  he  figured  that  if  the  paper 
money  also  contained  the  motto  the  world  would  be  aware  of  our 
trust  in  God. 

Mr.  Humphrey,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  was  in  complete 
accord  with  the  idea.  In  1955,  Congress  passed  a  bill  which  dir  ected 
that  “at  such  time  as  new  dies  for  printing  currency  are  adopted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  the  dies  shall  bear  the  in¬ 
scription,  In  God  We  Trust  and  thereafter  this  inscription  shall 
appear  on  all  United  States  currencies  and  coins.” 


So  far  the  motto  had  only  appeared  on  the  one  dollar  bills. 

Even  some  of  the  United  States  postage  stamps  now  bear  the 
motto,  In  God  We  Trust.  The  past  summer  the  Post  office  Depart¬ 
ment  issued  a  four  cent  stamp  with  the  inscription  “And  this  be  our 
Motto,  In  God  Is  Our  Trust”.  It  is  known  as  the  Credo  issue  of  post¬ 
age  stamps.  One  will,  of  course,  at  once  recognize  that  this  quotation 
is  taken  from  our  National  Anthem,  The  Star  Spangled  Banner, 
which  was  written  by  Francis  Scott  Key,  who  by  the  way,  was  an 
attorney.  In  fact,  he  was  the  United  States  Attorney  for  the  District 
of  Columbia. 

Where  did  we  get  this  motto?  In  the  third  chapter  of  Proverbs 
we  read,  “Trust  in  the  Lord”.  Now  this  book  was  written  by  Solomon 
and  old  Solly  was  quite  a  guy.  He  was  the  son  of  King  David,  and 
his  mother  was  Bathsheba,  the  former  wife  of  General  Uriah.  The 
royal  man  David  courted  her  while  she  was  taking  a  bath.  If  you 
will  read  the  Bible,  you  will  find  that  in  order  to  marry  her  he  ar¬ 
ranged  to  have  her  husband,  Uriah,  killed  in  a  battle.  That  was  his 
way  to  get  another  wife. 

By  reputation,  old  Solly  was  the  wisest  man  in  the  world.  He 
wrote  the  Book  of  Proverbs  and  is  said  to  have  been  born  about  900 
years  before  Christ.  He  lived  for  53  years  and  is  reputed  to  have 
had  1000  wives.  His  wisdom  made  him  a  popular  guy  both  with  the 
Jewesses  and  the  Gentiles  in  those  days. 

Today,  we,  in  the  United  States  of  America  like,  the  Ancient  Rom¬ 
ans,  centuries  before  Christ,  can  monetarily  proclaim  to  the  nations 
of  the  world,  that  we  honor  and  respect  and  trust  God.  This  anyone 
can  see  by  glancing  at  our  coins,  currencies  and  one  of  the  1960 
postage  stamps.

During  the  19th  Century,  the  United  States,  as  was  the  case 
with  many  other  countries,  did  not  supply  its  population  with  enough 
coinage,  particularly  minor  coinage,  to  keep  its  commercial  trade 
functioning  properly.  One  of  the  solutions  was  the  issuance  of 
private,  local  tokens  made  from  base  metals,  particularly  copper 
based.  Typically,  such  tokens  were  not  issued  at  par  with  their 
intrinsic  value,  and  are  therefore  considered  fiat  money  In  addition, 
these  tokens  would  not  simply  circulate  locally,  but  over  time,  would 
circulate  as  far  as  regions  in  desperate  need  of  coinage,  or  willing  to 
trust  the  issuing  agent  to  make  good  on  its  stated  worth. 

There  are  five  periods  during  which  these  tokens  circulated 
in  the  19th  Century: 

Early  -  Before  1832 

Hard  Times  -  1832-1 844  Civil  War  -  1 86 1  - 1 865 

Merchant  -  1845-1860  Trade  Era  -  After  1865 

During  these  eras,  the  cause  of  the  need  for  token  coinage  varied,  as 
did  any  political  message  stated  on  them. 

EARLY 

The  creation  of  the  United  States  did  not  automatically 
make  it  a  world  power,  nor  even  a  prosperous  one.  During  the  early 
days  of  the  republic,  there  were  not  enough  funds  to  produce  large 
quantities  of  coins,  even  w  hen  there  was  a  sufficient  demand.  Many 
merchants  solved  this  problem  by  counter-stamping  worn  coins 
(which  had  the  added  advantage  of  extending  the  coins  useful  life  in 
commerce),  or  producing  crude  tokens  that  advertised  their  company 
or  goods.  Later  tokens  would  be  the  size  eventually  adopted  for  the 
small  cent  In  addition  to  advertising  the  person  or  company  who 
caused  the  token  to  be  produced,  some  tokens  commemorated  events 
or  famous  people. 

HARD  TIMES 

During  the  1830's,  the  United  States  underwent  a  number  of 
financial  crisis  brought  about,  in  part,  by  the  banking  and  economic 
policies  of  President  Andrew  Jackson,  and  his  Vice-president  and 
successor  Millard  Fillmore.  Thus  many  of  the  tokens  of  this  period 
have  satirical,  partisan  political  statements  about  these  presidents 
and  their  policies.  In  addition,  store  cards  continued  to  be  issued  for 
advertising  and  in  response  to  the  coinage  shortage  that  the  country 
still  faced  due  to  the  poor  economic  times.  Finally,  a  number  of 
"Feuchtw  anger"  tokens  and  store  cards  were  produced  by  Dr.  Louis 
Feuchtwanger  in  order  to  induce  Congress  to  adopt  German  Silver 
(made  from  nickel)  as  a  replacement  for  copper  in  United  States 
minor  coinage.  Both  cent,  and  three  cent  pieces  were  produced. 
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MERCHANT 

The  main  motivation  for  the  issuance  of  tokens  during  this 
period  was  to  provide  advertisements  for  goods  and  services.  The 
tokens  were  made  to  imitate  both  minor  and  gold  coinage,  and 
would  have  design  devices  such  as  eagles  and  a  figure  of  Liberty 
found  on  US  coins.  CIVIL  WAR  The  Civil  War  caused  great 
hoarding  of  all  coins  irregardless  if  made  from  precious  or  ba^e 
metals.  The  solution  was  for  local  merchants  to  issued  tokens  with 
an  intrinsic  value  much  less  than  their  stated  worth,  but  with  an 
exchange  value  related  to  the  need  of  the  public  for  a  circulating 
coinage.  Two  types  of  tokens  were  issued:  the  "Store  Card"  which 
advertised  a  person  or  company,  and  "Patriotics"  that  provided 
patriotic  messages  to  the  public  during  this  period  of  civil  crisis. 
The  tokens  were  typically  produced  with  bronze,  which  induced  the 
Mint  to  follow'  suit  and  issue  small  cents  made  from  bronze. 

TRADE  PERIOD 

Dunng  this  period  in  American  history,  the  industrial 
revolution  invigorated  the  country's  economy,  necessitating  larger 
quantities  of  coinage.  Again,  many  of  the  tokens  issued  would  be 
advertisements,  while  others  would  promote  causes  (i.e.,  the  Bryant 
Dollars),  provide  an  alternate  means  of  payment  (The  Lesher 
Dollar),  or  commemorate  people  or  events.  An  example  of  a  lower 
grade  token  from  each  of  these  eras  can  be  found  relatively  easily  for 
a  fairly  cheap  price.  However,  there  are  a  number  of  scarce  (i.e., 
Feuchtwanger  tokens)  or  highly  sought  after  (i.e.,  Bryant  tokens)  that 
are  both  difficult  to  locate,  and  when  found  are  expensive.

Man  is  an  animated  being — he  has  his  own  natural  means  of 
locomotion.

For  the  most  part,  by  sense  of  touch,  sight,  and  hearing,  he  is 
able  to  receive,  record,  and  recall  impressions  registered  therein.

Brain  cell  pressure  or  deterioration  can  account  for  this, 
but  that  is  not  normal. 

Coin  collectors  have  a  distinct  mind — that  is,  a  portion  of  it 
is  given  over  to  a  knowledge  of  their  coins  that  reflect  oui  giowth 
and  economic  status.  About  the  metals  used,  denominations,  con¬ 
dition,  types  and  varieties,  dates,  symbols,  mottos  and  design,  and 
where  and  when  issued,  scarcity  and  rarity,  demand,  cost,  etc.  This 
comes  from  feeling  coins  handling  them,  from  hearing  coin  dis¬ 
cussions,  talks,  lectures,  etc.,  and  from  reading  coin  books,  monthly 
coin  publications,  coin  club  magazines,  and  numerous  numismatic 
articles  etc. 

Finally,  this.  If  you  do  not  have  a  hobby,  coin  collecting  can  be 
a  fascinating  study  and  pastime.  You  can  specialize,  such  as  col¬ 
lecting  old  and  odd  coins,  or  amass  a  general  collection,  and  at  the 
same  time  become  a  coin  scholar — a  numismatist  or  expert,  if  you 
please,  on  the  subject.
